MOVE FROM TRADITIONAL CHINESE SCHOOL 
TO BILINGUAL EDUCATION 


When Chinese-Americans began settling in the United 
States and raising families，they were worried about two 
things. One was that their children might not be able to 
make a living in America. The other was，even when the 
young people were able to stay on，they might lose their 
Chinese heritage. The latter of these was reason enough for 
the Chinese to establish language schools. 

For decades, the community faithfully supported the so- 
called “after-hour”Chinese classes。Few questioned their 
curriculum and methodologyji even fewer questioned their 
aims，objectives,， and relevance. In the sixties，we witnessed 
amarked decline in the enrollment of mostiof these schools 
and the closing of many. Even when there has been an up-- 
Surge of interest in things Chinese these two years, we have 
not seen a changing trend in the Chinese school enrollment. 

Parents need not worry about the fate of Chinese culture. 
Declining enrollment does not mean that the future of Chi- 
nese language and _ culture is in jeopardy. In fact，Chinese 
culture is in fine shape，even without the participation of 
Chinese-Americans. What it Signifies is the urgent need for 
us to re-examine and re-evaluate the whole gamut of Chinese 
education. 

Eirst，we must consider the fact that we are no longer so- 
journers or refugees. Our children?s future is here in America 
and not in China. Chinese cultural education，therefore， 
should take precedence over Chinese language education. 

Second, we must reallize that no one is born with an innate 
facility for speaking a certain language. Being born a Chinese 
does not mean that a person will automatically be able to 
speak the hundreds of dialects of China. Many Chinese- 
Americans mother tongue is English,， and we should recog- 
nize thils fact. For this reason, we can no longer import cur- 
riculum，textbooks and methodology from China. Materials 
must be developed here for the English-speaking pupils. 

Third，we mnust question the wisdom of extending the 
school day for children. Would there be any positive or 
negative effects on the children? Would their physical or 
psychological make-up be harmed in any way? Are these 
after-hour schools effective in teaching Chinese language 
and culture? 

Eourth，because the United States 1s an English-speaking 
nation，the ldentity of Chinese-Americans rests on a bi- 
lngual rather than a Chinese education. Only through a 
bilingual program could we maintain our self-esteem and 
our pride in both American and Chinese cultures. 

Fifth，if we could affirm the excellence in Chinese lan- 
guage and culture,， we should offer it to the entire student 
Popujation. 斑 we consider it an Important educational ex- 
Perience，we should insist that Chinese be taught during the 
normal school hours.

Chinese language and culture should be taught in all 
schools during regular hours. Americans are slowly recogniz- 
ing theneed for abilingual education. But the commitments 
have been gradual and very slow. Chinese-Americans must 
take the lead to ensure lts inclusion in the schools. 

Eor many years Chinese-Americans have rejected the phi- 
losophy of a traditional Chinese-language-oriented education， 
and have demonstrated that bilingual education is both de- 
sirable and workable.

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ESL AT McATEER 
SCHOOL THREATENED 


By MABEL NG 


After less than a year of opera- 
tion at a “regular”comprehensive 
high school，the English as a Sec- 
ond Language (了 ESL) program at J. 
Eugene McAteer High School faces 
cutbacks in student allotments and 
a_ serious possibility of curricular 
curtailment， 

The offshoot of ESL prograrm- 
ming at Samuel Gompers High 
School，the McAteer Prograrm is 
the only intake program in San 
Francisco designed to give inten- 
sive training in English and other 
courses to foreign-born students 
coming into the city， 

At present, the program contains 
six levels，ranging from 1level A， 
where students with no knowledge 
of English receive a course entirely 
concentrated on understanding 
and speaking English，to level 了 ， 
where _ students with functional 
English take on more of the regu- 
lar school work. 

Students enter designated levels 
after evaluative testing in neigh- 
borhood centers or at MCAteer， 
and progress through the program 
at their own pace. Basic math， 
social studies，history, typing and 
Physical education are also part of 
the program. With the completion 
of level F, students return to their 
district schools. 

PHASING OUT 

At the center 'of controversy is 
whether ESL wilh remain a fl 
program or be slowly Phased out. 
With an initial allotment of 300 
spaces by the Board of Education， 
about 340 students are currently 

accommodated，with the number 
increasing daily. This overflow has 
not been viewed as a problem thus 
far，as MCAteer does not have a 
full senior class. In the fall, how- 
ever，700-800 freshmen are exX- 
pected，and ESL will be reduced 
to 200 persons at MCAteer， 

Faculty from Gompers who 
fought hardq to get the Program 
established at McAteer see the cut- 
back as due mainly to the segrega- 
tion of the ESL department from 
other departments of the school. 
Counseling and discipline referrals 
of ESL students are done sepa- 
rately frorm regular counseling and 
disciplinary chanmnels. 

ESL math is under ESL and not 
under the math department,， which 
“should not be according to Ron， 


Rachevshy，an ESL teacher.“The 


ESL program should be integrated 
more with other departments So 
that iore people can understand 
the program,”he said. In terms of 
space limitations，“a segregated 
Program is easy to phase out，he 
added. 

Another reason offered for the 
Possible demise of ESL at MCAteel 
concerns parents. “Because 也 SIL 
parents are not citizens and do not 
have much power in city govern- 
ment, they are not going to argue 
back if you move their kids back 
to a_ school like Gompers，where 
there is no agenda and no cafe- 
teria”” one faculty member ex- 
Plained. 

EVEN DISTRIBUTION 

The cutback issue has been ex- 
plained in terms of trying to get 
an even distribution of ESL pro- 
多 ams at all high schools，so Mc- 
Ateer would not be burdened with 
community pressures for space.At 
Present there are 卫 SL Programs 训 


some other high schools, but these 
Programs begin at levels higher 
than those offered in McAteer s 
intake Prograrm. 

ESL programming is not yet 3 
district policy. According to fac- 
ulty personnel, there is no coordi- 
nation in curricular matters be- 
tween those high schools presently 
offering it; nor is there effective 
communication between the 
downtown ESL-Bilingual Project 
office and the schools. 

“The need is there for every high 
school to have some sort of ESL 
Programming,” stated Cal Haena， 
head of the ESL-Bilingual Foreign 
Language. departments.“Why not 
have a small concentrated and re- 
volving program to help kids reach 
a _ certain level- and then Imove 
them onut to their district schools?” 
he suggested. 

Faculty members are concerned 
that the 200-space limitation may 
restrict the amount of time stu- 
dents have to go through the pres- 
ent six levels of instruction before 
being transferred to district 
schools. Students may be forced 
to leave as early as the intermedi- 
ate levels C and D， 

“What assurances are there that 
there will be adequate transition 
prograrms at the other schools to 
help the students adjust? ”asked 
Andrea Lai, an 卫 SL teacher， 

“了 ven post 王 SL ， students who 
have gone through levels A- 
when put in regular 了 nglish classes 
here, are told by teachers to leave 
because they're not good enough 
to be in class with native Speakers. 
What's going to happen 让 you

STUDENT RELATIONS 

In interviews with students at 
the F level，it was revealed that 
whilemost found their 卫 SL classes 
just right or a little boring,， most 
encountered difficulty in classes 
outside ESL because of the 1lan- 
guage Problem. Most 了 SL students 
at McAteer are of Chinese， Pili- 
pino，or Spanish-speaking descent: 

Bilingual supportive help has 
generally been lacking because Mc- 
Ateer has been classified as 也 3 . 
cThe kids are dying like flies in 
the science and other classes， said 
Haena. “We need para-profession- 
als and resource aides.… 

%Chinese-speaking teachers 
would be good，because biology 
and history classes are too hard,” 
said one student. 

“It is not easy,”said Principal 
Dolores Darvive.“Some teachers 
feel a frustration when ESL kids 
come in. They need a different 
kind of attention than most stu- 
dents” she added. 

Interviews with students also re- 
vealed that most ESL students 
found their ESL teachers to be 
very helpful，and their non-ESL 
teachers to be sympathetic. Most 
believed ESL to be agood and suf- 
ficient Programj;y and Imost PrIe- 
ferred to remain at MCAteer rather 
than go to district Schools. 

However，the_ cultural gap be- 
tween ESL students and “DativVe- 
speakers”remains. In terms of re- 
lating to American-born students， 
a few ESL students found them 
friendly and helpful. Most found 
them indifferent:.“American stu- 
dents don't speak to you. I feel 
like a foreigner,” stated one，

There are a number 二 reasons 
for the success of 了 ESL over Chi- 
nese bijlingual education. Under 
ESL，children are pulled out of 
their classrooms and taught Eng- 
lish. It is cheaper and easier to do 
this than to'set up anentire bijlin- 
gual program for these children. 
Also, many Chinese parents feel it 
is Unnecessary for their children 
to learn Chinese language and cul- 
ture in a society where English is 
predominant.Many parents believe 
either they or Chinese schools can 
handle the “cultural end of 
things.2” 

“Spanish-speaking parents from 
the beginning of the program have 
believed their children can use the 
(Spanish) language and cultural 
background in their communities,” 
said R 了 Raymond Del Portillo，head 
of bjlingual projects in San Fran- 
cisco. 

In contrast, there is a strong feel- 
ing in the Chinese community that 
English is more important than 
Chinese for vocational success.“It 
does not matter abonut the com- 
Imunityi the outside world is more 
important.” 

CLASS AITMOSPHERE 

One of the best meastres of suc- 
cess of the bilingual education pro- 
外 ams comes from those who no- 
tice the different atmosphere of 
the classes-. 

Lonnie Chin，a_resource teacher 
at Commodore Stockton，notes 
the spontaneity of the children in 
the bilingual classroom: “The bi- 
lingual children are really different 
from the children in the other 
classrooms. They are mach more 
open, responsive and alive.” 

In the bilingual class at Marina 
Junior High School (AB 116,， the 
only Chinese bilingual program in 
San Francisco in the junior and 
senior high school level)，recent 
Chinese immigrants areexposed to

AMA RESOLUTION ON

A lot of young people have been 
raising the question,“Why doesn't the church do anything for the com- 
munity??” 
TIo get a better idea of the problem，one must look at the fabric that 
akes Up the churches. All churches are made up of idealists and prag- 
atists. Many people use the terms,“Tiberals and conservatives.”JIn re- 
[iegious circles, these terms tell how one interprets the scriptures, but when 
the Political terms,“conservatism and liberalism,”are used, they become 
very confusing. 
导 The idealists are the ones who can see an jideal world. Critics say they 
ipave their heads in the clouds, 9ome are called do-gooders. Some are 
icalled activists. The pragmatists are just the opposite. They have both feet 
量 rmly planted on the ground. They're for everything that is practical. They 
Lare not usually activists. 
由 In the churches thatlean toward modernism, idealism can be seen when 
本 get invyolved in community projects and take stands on current 
social issues. A good example is the English-speaking congregation of the 
United Presbyterian Church. 


， 了 VANGELISM 

同 Idealism in churches that lean toward fundamentalism shows Up more 
im evangelism, in reaching others for Christ, with emphasis on man's sal- 
ation. Cumberland Presbyterian Church and the Salvation Army are ex- 
amples of this. 

Through the years, the two types of churches polarized. The modernist 
wants to put into practice the second commandment, whbich is loving your 
meighbor as yourself， and thus acting on social concerns，Ihe funda- 
imentalist tries to carfy out the original goal of the early church，which is 
Dreading the gospel to all nations. One may ask, how can the church do 
one withoutthe other? Are Christians not capable of doing both? Perhaps 
ithe churches would do well to follow the example of people sch as Sister 
Beverly Karnatz of Cameron House,-who is capable of the salvation gospel 
剧 s well as the social gospel. 

性 APresbyterian minister once said that the zealous Christian in both the 
imnodernist church and the fundamentalist church have good qualities. A 
icreativity comes about when the two clash. However, the third type of 
iehurch- -goer Seems to be the_worst kind:of Christian 一 the one who does 
aothing， yet comes SundayYafter Sunday. Thecotmnfortable, practical ones. 
外 RULE OF THUMDB 

A rule of thumb (although not always valid) in determining who the 
pragmatists and idealists are would be to create a big windfall of money to 
jithe church and see what they do with it. The pragmatist usually would do 
ESomething practical with it，like remodeling the church kitchen，or get 
Mwall-to-wall carpeting. The idealist usually would do something less than 
吕 ractical, like seeing that it reaches the needy in the community. In many 
iof the churches in Chinatown，the pragmatists outnumbet idealists. 
Dissappointed in the churches' shallow thinking, some idealists leave the 
二 hurch to go into other areas of service. This is unfortunate, because with- 
Wout the creativity between the idealists and the pragmatists, the churches 
jbecome even shallower. 

The words,“worst kind,”by the Presbyterian minister probably offends 
是 lot of church-goers, especially the comfortable ones. But 迁 the trend of 
iinany churches is to become comfortable, then standards undoubtedly will 
be lowered, for when a cross is stitable and comfortable, it no longer be- 
comes a_ cross， 

JIdealists will always remain a minority in most churches. That is not to 
say that they are not influential. Of the 70 disciples (Some historians say as 
imany as 200) that Jesus started with, only 12 were able to stick it out. What 
happened to the rest? They went back to farming or whatever they werte 
doing， IThese were the practical ones,

CONTINUITY 


Under this concept, students*who - 


attend a given intermediate School 
from agiven feeder area by bus or 
walking would all go to the same 
junior high school. Educational 
continuity between the seventh and 
twelfth grades would thus be main- 
tained . 

This plan, the staff said，provides 
more flexibility for achieving racial 
balanee and requires less bus travel 
time. 

Another concept is to redefine se- 
condary School boundaries，leaving 
Secondary Schools_ currently within 


balance untouched where possible. 


City blocks assigned to a- given 
secondary School will not necessarily 
be contiguous, as assignment will be 
made primarily on the basis of racial 
distribution and minimum distance 
to_ school. 

Staffers say this plan could even- 
trually cost less，but would be 
disruptive for students not already 
in desegregated schools and would 
lack the continuity of curriculum 
and Scheduling offered in the first 
two plans. 

The fourth proposal would assign 
a_ different grade to each racially- 
Unbalanced School， For example， 
students might attend seventh grade 
at Horace Mann，eight grade at 
Benjamin Franklin, and ninth grade 
at HerbertHoover. staffers indicate 
that this is_ the most complicated， 
most _ expensive plan to implement 


and monhitor and that 让 restricts 


cUrricular flexibility. 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

Along with the specific -de- 
segregation proposals，the staffers 
also _ suggested some new criteria 
which _ could radically change the 
Present elementary school desegre- 
gation patterns. 

Chief of these is the 后 于 村 
abandonment of a policy trequiring 
all children to be bused for part of 
their elementary years. 

For exampble, a child who walks to 
Primary school is now required to be 
bused to :intermediate school，and 
Vice VerSsa. 

Under the new rule, not all chil- 
dren would be bused 

“Busing would .be done only 
where necessary to _ achieve balance 
with the guarantee that no one Ta- 
cial group would beat the brunt of 
busifig,”the report said. 

Another criteria would reduce 
busing by allowing children who live 
in integrated neighborhoods to walk 
to their schools， 

DEADLINES 

The board also learned that it has 
only until December 26 to subm 直 
desegregation details to the federal 
govetnment， 让 federal funding to 
help with integration is to be in- 
Sured . 

Benjamin Tom，chairman of the 
Emergency School Assistance Act 
(ESAA) Citizens Advisory commit- 
tee，said that school district has 


been behind all along on its desegre- 
gation plans for next year， The 
federal government originally asked 
that Proposals for voluntary 
desegregation be Submitted by 
Decembetr 3，Tom said，but then 
Washington agreed to the school 
district's request for more time. 

Between now and the new dead- 
line，the school board proposes to 
hold meetings at various junior high 
Schools to _ hear community senti- 
ment concerning integration Plans， 
But the amount of community 
involvement could be severly limited 
by the December 26 deadline. 

“Nevertheless,” said Tom,“since 
the board -adopted a position to 
desegregate Secondary Schools by 
September, they should meet each 
week and get the_ community im- 
volved. Ifthey intend to desegregate， 
they might as well get a good plan to 
get funding,”he added. 


LEADERSHIP LACKED 
Gerald DeRyan，president of the 


San Francisco Classroom Teachers， 


Association， charged the school 
administration with lack of leader- 
shib and claimed that teachers have 
yet to receive in-service training 
about elementary School desegre- 
gation which took place two years 
ago. None of the four concepts pre- 
sented to the board contain edu- 
cational components， 

“The District must quit running 
headlong to meet deadlines to get 
funds,”DeRyan stated. “You pro- 
gram for failure by lack of Planning; 
then teachers get blamed.” 

What is involved is that ESAA 
fund requests have to be submitted 
in a single package， Exclusion of 
junior and senior high schools would 
jeaobardize some $4 to $s million to 
finance elementary School Programs 
as well as 3$1 million allocated for 
secondary education.， 

Some secondary schools facially 
out of balance because of too many 
Chinese _ students include: Galileo 
High，which has 22.87 too many 
Chinese; Washington High，which 
has 3.29o too many Chinese; Lowell 
High，which has 3.990 too many 
Chinese; Franklin Junior - High， 
which has 57.7% too many Chinese; 
Marina Junior High， which has 
25.7% too ,many Chinese， and 
Presidio Junior High， which has 
1.4% too many Chinese，

Policies which would solicit appli- 
cants from the immediate neigh- 
borhoods; greater responsiveness 
on the part 'of federal and state 


funding agencies; and the forma- 


tion of community relations units. 
YOUTHS TESTIFY 

Asian American youths testified 
on the irrelevancy of educational 
courses, the limited number of mi- 
”nority Personnel on the school 
staff，and personal harassment by 
Police officers. 

Also，school textbooks tended 
to Stereotype Asians and neglect 
the many social contributions of 
Asian Americans throughout U.S . 
history. Cultural identity problems 
of second-generation youths and 
readjustment difficulties of new- 
comer students were included in 
the discussion. 

The student panel called for the 
creation of .an Asian American 
youth center, the inclusion of eth- 
nic _ studies in the general school 
curriculum, the hiring of bilingual/ 
bicultural teachers and counselors， 
and the expansion of tutorial assis- 
tance Programs. 

The extension of bilingual edu- 
cation Progframs was requested by 
the education panel. With Title VII 
funds scheduled to be discontinued 
nextyear, blilingual education pro- 
grams face a drastic cutback and 
inevitable termination. 

Oie 工 .A. programn，located in 
Castelar 了 Elementary School，has 
over 200 children on the waiting 
list, the panel was told. 

DRAMATIC RESPONSE 

The issue of professional licens- 
ing brought the most dramatic re- 
sponse from the general audience. 
Foreign-educated professionals in 
tbhe fields of medicine，law，amnd 
education are denied even entry 
into licensing examinations be- 
cause of “non:=accredited” aca- 
demic background or inadequate 
proof of educational history. 

As a consequence， 处 aduates of 
the finest universities in Asia are 
compelled to accept menial jobs 
when they immilgrate to the Unlted 
States. As one witness said,“When 
TI came to America，I left behind 
Iny friends, relatives,，and home. 
didn't know that Ihad to give up 
ImyY Profession as welll!7” 

At thlis particular point of the 
hearimng，over 30 Koreans walked 
into the room carryinghand signs， 
which read: “We love America” 
and “Our skills YXGUIS Equal 
opportunity is ours. 

吾 owever，the quiet demonstra- 
tion erupted into a loud outcry 
when it was announced that the 
repDresentative from the State De- 
partment of Consumer Affairs had 
cancelled his scheduled appearance 
the day before the hearing. 

As State Advisory Committee 
members and 玉 orean comrmunity 
leaders negotiated for an alterma- 
tive action, demonstrators shouted 
in unison: “We protest! We pro- 
test!” A 有 orean spokesman re- 
ferred to the last-minute cancella- 
tion as“a disgrace.” 

Other recommendations includ- 
ed greater accessibjlity of licensing 
examinations, limited licensure of 
foreign-educated professionals 
Priior to taking the tests，tuition- 
free or work/study courses，and 
graduate nuUrsing Programmns.

REDEVELOPMENT 

Community redevelopment was 
the final issue discussed。 Testi- 
mony regarding. discrepancies in 
minority hiring，lack of sommu- 
nity input, displacement of elderly 
residents into comparable housing， 
and the dissemination of bilingual 
infornation and .materials， vvas 
Presented to the hearing comamit- 
tee. 

What began as an attempttore- 
vitalize a poverty area into a cul- 
tural center now appeared to have 


” become a large business venture to 


capture the tourist-trade at the 
expense of a community，the 
panel was told. 

Governmental service representa- 
tives replied to all charges with 
statistical data and policy informa- 
tion. 工 he overall statements im- 
plied that they were merely carry- 
ing out rules and regulations creaf- 
ed by people in higher offices. 
Conversely,， broad guidelines often 
left local agencies free to Imake 
their own individqual 下 
tions. 

As a 二 二 of Nadqdine 再 ata's 
questions concerning the data in 
minority 'reports，it was revealed 
that not all minority public em- 
ployees were fully bijlingual; that 
Asian Americans hired were dis- 
Proportionate to the ethnic popu- 
lation within specific neighbor:- 
hoods; that bilingual services oper- 
ated only on apart-time basis; and 
that few Asian Americans were in 
actual decision-making Positions 
even while receiving high salaries. 

Penetrating questions asked by 
attormney Gordon Lau were often 
met by lengthy answers inundated 
with. bureaucratic jargon. At one 
point, after a long commentary by 
a representative，Lau abruptly re-

LIMITED POWER 

Throughout the hearing，ques- 
tions arose regarding the adminis- 
trative powers of the Califormia 
State Advisory Committee to the 
U.S. Commission on Civil Rights. 
While many of the people who 
testified before the commission 
did not fully realize or understand 
the limited Political and adminis- 
trative Powers of the commission， 
Rocky Chin a third-year law stu- 
dent，stated in his presentation

the Civil Rights Commission was 
“merely a receptacle bank” a 
“sounding board”without direct 
enforcement Powers. In the ques- 
tion and answer period that fol- 
lowed, his accusation was ignored . 


At the conclusion of the hearing， 
it was observed that out of seven 
members of the advisory commit- 
tee who attended the event，only 
three stayed the entire session 
without interruption: Hata, Sillas， 
and Lau.
